Gen. Schenck left Alexandria, on Monday aftornocn, 
with the lst Regiment of Ohio Volunteers, Col, Mc- 
Cook, intending to guard the road between that place 
und Vienoa, a town aboot four miles from Fuirfux 
Conrt-Howes. He dropped sovoral compunies at pointe 
slong the rod, and proceeded with aboot 275 men 
toward Vienna. When within half a mile of tbat 
pluce o musked batwry of threo gape opened upon the 
truin with 6 sudden and severe cannousde, asing shells, 
round shot and grape. The number of the killed and 
wounded was cight of the former und soven of the 
Inttor. 

Tho locomotive was dieabled by a shot, and could not 
draw the tniin ont of the fire; therefore the troops left 
the cars and betook themselves to the woods on the 
right ond loft of the track. Then the engincer de- 
tached bis engine from the train and went na rapidly a8 
possible beck to Alexandria, loaviog tbe troops on thelr 
feet. This deprived them of ull mesns of transporting 
their wounded, oxcept by the uso of hand litters, 
and upon thee, and in biankots, the wounded wero 
carried. 

It wan found that the rebel batteries were enstained 
by infantry and cavalry, 2.500 siroug, avd the Obio 
troops retired about five miles to the telegraphic camp. 
Early on Toceday morning the Ist und 2d Connectiout 
Regiments and the New-York 69tb wout to the relief 
of the Ohio men, and several other regiments were 
ordered to bo in readiness to move at @ moment's 
notice, it being probuble that an atiack was to be tuade 
at ouce by tbe Nationul troops on Fairfax Court-Honss, 
where there were, as it is supposed, akout 4,000 rebels. 
After a few cischarges, the Rebel force, estimated ut 
above 2,500, consisting of infantry, artillery, and caval 
ry, retired without a'tempting to pursue their advun- 
tage. They wero all South Carolinians,

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THE IMPENDING COMPROMISE. 
Tho great peril of the Republic now imminent 
fa not co much a feeble, aimless, ineffective prosechi- 
tion of tho war for the Union, a8 n prowaturo 
and ehamofil poace, which shall ronder all tho 
porila and sacrifices lready incurred of no avail 
We aro assured that already secret agents of the 
traitors are in Washington and this city, trying to 
onsnare kading Democrats into backstairs arrange- 
meuts for putting on end to the struggle by somo 
muddle that can be called a compromiee. ‘They 
profass to desire a formal separation and a recogni- 
tion of tho independence of the rebel Confederacy; 
but, as they know this will not bo entertained, they 
hint that perhaps a reconstruction which involved a 
fall guaranty of ‘tho rights of the South” might not 
provo inadmissible. Tu somo quartera, it is vaguely 
givon out that the Crittenden proposition, guaran- 
teeing tho existence of Slavery in all present ond 
foturo territory South of 26° 20/, would notbe ro~ 
Jected without careful consideration, And trom 
another quarter wo hear thst President Davis 
would be vory happy to accommodate Prosident 
Lincoln with on armistice of sixty or nincty day 
to afford time for neg 

‘These various feelers all imply the same great 
truth, The Finances of the ‘ Confederate States” 
are in a condition of hopeless collapse. ‘The new 
and desperate expedient of malting their Treasury 
Notes a legal tender, and exchanging them for tho 
notes of all their banks, is simply a contrivance for 
absorbing the epecie of the Now-Orleans banks, and 
whatever other movable capital may remain in the 
Bouth, into the gulf of universal bankruptey. ‘The 
“Confederate” armies aro cowed if not disorgan- 
ized. They daro not step on the eoil of the loyal 
Btates, They dare ngf attack Cairo, nor Pickens, 
nor our linos in front of Alexandria and Arlington. 
They dare not meet the Unionists in fair and open 
battle, Theso rebel soldiers get no pay, and their 
ranks roquire constant revnforcement by drafts and 
conseriptiona. Washington having becomo cour 
grapes to their leaders, who are at their wit’s end 
for provisions, arms, and munitions, they would like 
to improro their solemn ciroumnatynces kt any posei- 
blo mannor—fighting being the recourse that they 
have least stomach for. Yet thay may be driven 
even to that. 

There are a few primary truth that shonld bo 
borne ateadily in mind—these, uamely: 

1, To entor into an armistice with the traitors 
is in effect to acknowledge their independence. 
An armistice between warring nations may be 
proper; between a rightful goverament ond a 
wicked robellion, its advantages must all ensure 
fo the lutter. Bquality is tho implied basis of 
every armistice. 

2, The rebele are inva state of virtual famine, 
from which an armistice would instantly relieve 
them. They would sell their remaining Tobacco, 
Sugar and Cotton, buying in return arms, ammu- 
nition and breadstuff. They would thus be on- 
ubled to resumno hostilities with immensely in- 
eroaned powor of doing mischief. 

3, Thoir Wheat crop is alroady ripe or ripen- 
ing at the far South. Forty to sixty days hence, 
they will be grinding new Corn and eating it, 
They might then subsist a large army at half the 
prosnt cost. 

4, They now pyetend that they have 150,000 
men under arms in Virginia. We do not believe 
ity and it is morally certain thet they cannot 
evacenirate 100,000 and hold them together

There is oo pretense that there is now any 
law on tho statute-book of the Union that at all 
trenches ov the rights of the Slaye States, On 
the contrary, the Territorial acte of Inst Winter 
were such as they could not and did not com- 
plain of. And the traitora wore perfectly aware, 
nt the time they inaugurated Secession, that they 
had the next Congress already wecured to 
Slavery in either braneh, had they chosen simply 
to etay in the Union and bebave themselves, 
Thoy bolted from the Union, just az thoy bolted 
a yeet ago from the Democratic National Con- 
yention, because they didn’t rcant to baye their 
own way, choosing to be beoten and raiso a 
breeze over it.

We have insisted that the War for tho Union 
should not be perverted frora ita ono avowed, 
legitimate, essential purpose into a crussde 
againnt Slavery, If it should be, the zeal of 
many would bo cooled, whilo thousands who are 
to-day for tho Union would bo driven over to 
the cide of ite adversaries. Good faith toward 
allies and compatriots is o primary dictate of 
honorable warfare, and whoover etrikes fur tho 
Union may rest assured that the contest which 
has been forced upon tho loyalty and patriotism 
of tho country by armod treason shall be prose- 
cnted to the end with honeaty of purpose and 
singloncss of aim. 

And, whilo such is the caso, it is but naked 
justice to insist that, as the wor is not to be 
turned aside from its declared purpose to over- 
throw Slavery, eo the orm of the Nation eball 
not be sbortened in order to shicld and ecreen 
Slavery. The grent duty of maintaining and 
Vindicating tho Fedoral authority ogaivet tho 
niachivations and the arms of treason must uot 
be feebly, heartlessly porformed because Slavery 
might suffer by n vigorous and fearless fidelity. 
If Slavery should ever plant herstlf in the path 
on which the Nation is sdvancing against ‘its 
traitorous enemies and aay, * Your life or mine!” 
tho prompt reaponee of tho Nation must be, 
“Yours, thon; not mine!" And meantime the 
Nation must confront and pursuo ite foca without 
asking or considering whether Slavery ia or is 
not likely to commit euicide by arraying itself 
in dondly etrifo against the Union. 

It is no part of tho business of the armed dofend- 
cra of the Union to catch runaway negroes. Tho 
Military have nothing to do with that service except 
when the execution of the lawa ia resisted by a 
formidable force. Still, we think the commanders 
of the Union forces in loyal portions of the Slave 
States have done right in publicly assuring the 
deceived and alarmed inhabitants that they shall bo 
protected in all their legal rights, that servile insur- 
rection shall bo repressed, and that the escape of 
their slaves ebull not be encouraged. Such assur. 
ances lave been given to the people of loyal States 
and communities alono, and in our judgmont bayo 
beon properly given. ‘Their extension to rebel com- 
munities in the presence of rebel armies would bo 
quite another matter. - 

As our armies penotrate Virginis, they move 
among a white population who have been ays- 
tematically lied into a state of frenzied hostility 
to the Union and all who stand by it. Tho out- 
spoken Unionists of Esstern Virginia have been 
hunted out as though they were mad dogs, The 
fow who secretly clerish a love for the old flag 
and faith doro not give our edvancing columns a 
word of information, fearing that ony ‘aid and 
“comfort” they might afford to the Union armies 
would cost them their property and their lives, 
Clouds of Secession cavalry will envelop our 
moving regiments, cutting off scoute and provent- 
ing observation beyond the range of our rides. 
Cowardly guorrillan will lurk in every thicket ond 
lio in wait behind fences whence they can easily 
Tun to cover. Masked batteries, ambuscades ond 
pitfulls will surprise the patriots wherever the 
loy of the land euggeste them, 1, then, we are 
to repel information by the way from those com- 
petent to afford it, wo might as Well give-up tho

ifs numbers, marches and positions, will alwaya bo 
welcome at head-quarters, no matter of what 
color or condition they may be. Not what they 
are, but what they kuow, will be the main con- 
sideration, And if any of them should be qual- 
ified to act as guides through intricate, perilous 
pasaes, thoy will be so much the more welcome. 

“But what shell our commanders do with 
“these fugitives?” is still asked. We auswer, 
‘As fugitives, Do nothing. Use them so far as 
they can be made usoful, pay them fuirly for 
their ecrvices, and then dismiss them to shift for 
themselves, The fact that some of them may be 
claimed as chattels by rebols, is no concern of 
ours. Thoso rebels may bave a plausible claim 
on Jeff. Davie to catch their fugitive chattels, 
but they certainly bave none on the Nation they 
have abjured, the Government they are trying to 
subvert. Let them catch their own negroes, if 
they pretend to bave any, while we attend simply 
and solely to putting down the rebellion. 

Such we hold to be the obvious, natural, easy 
solution of the question which has been raised 
with regard to fugitives who may approach end 
seek to enter the lincs of the Wederal forces in 
Virginia ond other craters of rebellion, We 
cuonot repel them, for they may be able to give 
information whereof our commandera are in im- 
minent need. We cannot make such extensive 
acd profitable use of thera as our enemies do in 
diguiog trenches, filing sand-bage, é&o., since 
negro-driving is @ business to which very few of 
our men are accustomed, and our soldiors are 
neither asbamed nor uoablo to wield the pick 
and spade in constructing their own defenses, 
We cannot lond down our moving columns with 
the care of them, except in so far as thoy may 
be made useful as guides, cooks, &c,, and to 
that oxtent they should be subsisted and paid 
like other people, But whether thero are or are 
not rebele who claim to be the owners of these 
persons ig no concern of ours, and should not be 
at all considered nor investigated. Our com- 
mandera advancing in the face of a desperate 
enemy through a hostilo country will have quite 
enough on hand without plunging into such 
recondite and irrelevant speculations. Let them 
mind their own business. 


THE GREAT ISSUE. 

Are we citizens of the United States one 
people or many peoples? Aro we essentially, 
predminently AMERICANS, or are we more truly 
New-Yorkers, Pevusylvanians, Virginians, Georgi- 
ans, Vermonters, Texans, &o., &c. Is our Fed- 
eral pact really a Constitution, or only a treaty ? 
When we swenr to support and obey tho Con- 
stitution of the United States, is there an im- 
plied resorvation that we may at any time be 
abaolyed from the solemn obligation thus incurred 
by the authorities of our State? Such are tho 
questions which—as Mr. Russell correctly writes 
from Charleston to The London Times—underlio 
the desperate struggle now fully innugurated be- 
tween the Unionists and the Disunioniats of this 
country, 

Gov. Jackson of Missouri speaks from the 
heart of the rampant Southern treason when, in 
his Proclamation of War on the Foderal suthor- 


ity, he enys: 
Jo issuing this proclamation, { hold i to be my 


most solemn duty to remind you thot Missourt ts atill 
one of the United States; that the Executive Dopart- 
ment of tho State Goverumont dora not xrrogulo to 
iteolf the power to disturb that relation; that power 
has been wisely veated in the Convention, whi \ veal 
at tho proper time express your eovereign will; and 
that meanwhilo it is your duty to ohey ull constitational 
requirements of the Federal Goverment, Bat it is 
equally my duty to advise you that your first alleg 
an ue to your own State, and that you are under 
vo obligation Whatever to obey the miconetitutional 
edicts of the military despotiom which has introd 
itself at Washington,” &o, 


Perhaps wo ought to feol grateful to the Governor 
for disclaiming any power in his single eelf to take 
tho State out of the Union; but, since he docs 
‘‘arrogate” the right to pronoance tho uote of the 
Federal authorities unconstitutional and yoid, and 
adviso the people that they are undor no oblig 
to obey those acts, wa cannot eco that his modesty 
is of any practical avail. ‘Tho State is still in the 
Union; but eho can go out whenever cho sees fit, 
and for any roazon that eatisfies herself; ber people 
are bound to obey all constitutional requirements of 
tho Federal authorities, unless Gov. Jackson should 
tell them that those acia aro not constitutional, in 
which caso they must give heed to that State author- 
ity to which their ‘first allogiance is due,” Any 
one of our thirty-four States is thus at liberty to 
destroy tho Union—at least, eo far as itself and its 
oil are concerued—whenever it shall, for apy eause, 
sco fits and meantime any Goveruor of, Stute may 
direct the people thereof to disobey, defy, resist the 
Federal Governmont, and, whatever mny be their 
individus! convictions, they aro bound, by their 
“first allogianea,” to obey him in defiance of Con- 
greae, the Suprome Court, the Presidont, and every 
possible authority aud organ of the Union, Can 
any man believe that thia is the Union founded by 
Washington, Franklin, and Hamilton, and gloriedin 
by John Adams, Madison, Gerry, and Jny? 

To hope for tranquillity, security, stability, in 
such a Union, would be a3 insane as to lovk for 
lasting concord and harmony in a cage of beasta 
of prey thrown together by chance, Lust of 
power, impatience of rostraint, blasted ambition, 
greed of office, local interest or prejudice, 
would alwaya bo inciting somo State—that is its 
ruling politiciane—to threaten, if not actually 
struggle for, a dissolution, But, in fact, there 
could le no struggle if Gov.

From Oar Own Corn 


Wasntncton, Inne 15, 1861, 
If Ihad been matriculated at An 
structed in ‘‘defonsivo parodox" at Pri 
or evdowed with Genova band aud surplico at 
Trinity College, I would preach a sermon, solomon

Tho action at Bothel is over—moro than that 

it ia well nigh forgotten. In eome houses thero 

in woo, and the darkness of a grief which shall 

remain to tho entoring gloom of tho valloy of 
shadows, In the minds of the country, to whichit 

1s not fustened by the bleeding wounds of bercave- 

ment, it is now forty-eight houra old and ont of 
thought or care.

Blank—Gen, Somebody or Gon. Nobody, Whethor 
a military fiction, or a fact—a budy or on-unsub- 
stantial ghost—it does yot change the character, 

nor should it tho conduct. Shootiog the enemy 
ie not the highcst grade of omployment according 
to the Setmon on the Muunt; but sending balls 
cnd beyonct-thrusts into loyal hearts, in lato 
midnight, comes atill less under its approval. 
Must mon be sent out in durkness to grope after 
wasked batteries, aud be mowed down by grapo 
without a knowledge of positions? There have 
been commanders who aupposed that a recon- 
noisance of a fortified post was not altogether an 
idle ceremony, which might be observed or more 
honored in the breach, according to the humors 
of the captain, 

But perhaps this lacks the appropriate direct- 
ness, and let mo come to that. Does the War 
Department intend to have any examination of 
the causes of this elaughter? Or are our Gener- 
als to strike epura to horse in a nocturnal foray, 
and ride back to their quarters at the head of a 
retreating lino, leaving the. dead and djing as 
Uceship in the art of war? With most perfect 
and profound respect to the War-office, from the 
Géuoral'in-Chief down to the last batched liou- 
tenant who yesterday got his uniform at Loudon’s 
on the pledge of four month's of pay-roll—but 
wy desire for juformation makes mo importunate 
and perhaps troublesome. The query can be 
auswered at leisure, but unless curiosity is grati- 
fied at somo timo, I ahull ask again. Do not be 
afraid of losing a General. If you are appre- 
hensive in that regard, I will contract to givo 
you ten thousand as good aa some you have se 
lected. I could not get any worse, if I wore 
emulous of furnishing incompeténcy. Yow can 
order tho court martial, and ond the 
booby Major or the blockhead Briga- 
dier-General on his travela. whonever he 
makes a Lecatomb of human bodies at Bethel or 
at anothor Badajos. We aro alreedy under sen- 
tenco to be hung, becauso we have sonse enongh 
to know when we sco a regiment marching up 
the Avenue, that they are going to Virginia, and 
military knowledge to suepect that they are in- 
tending to Hight somebody, and that most likely 
they will go whero there is somebody to fight; 
t0 tho forty shillings which follows tho dangle at 
rope’ end may as well be a charge to be pro- 
bated on our cetate. Will you, then, oblige an 
admiring constituency, and a confiding people, by 
letting us kuow whether atupidity is to demand 
its conscription of victima and offer up its pro-

In the 
mean time, Liont.-Col. Washburn, with 250 men, bad, 
by a wide circuit, reached tho rear of the battery, and 
it is quite evident that the Confuderate treops—who, it 
is now determined, did not number 60 men—were on 
the point of leaving the field. Notwithstanding the 
roport of the purauit, the Rebels were not seen this side 
of Grent Bothel. It ia fortunate that the Rebel cavalry 
did not make a pursuit on the disappearance of tho 
Federal troops. 
Tho whole force of tho enemy fearing an attack 
under better auspices, Jeft their intrenchments, and 
hastily withdrew toward Yorkwwn, carrying away 
their urtillery and burning the adjacent buildings, Col.

OFFICIAL REPORT OP COL, DURY 
Hxapgvantens, Caup HaMinton, near } 
‘Fortress Mienroo, Tuesday, Jane 11, 1261. 

Bin: Tn accordance with your instructions previously 
received, I proceeded, on the night of the 3th of June, 
‘at 11/ o'clock p.an., on the march to Bethel. 

The first two miles to Hampton Bridge we proceeded 
leisurely along, waiting for the howitzer, which ehould 
bo placed at the head of the xdyancing column. Ar 
riviug o¢ Hampton Creek, much delay wus occasioned 
by the non-arrival of the’ ourf boute, which wore to 
convey tho regiment ucrosa the nver, and it wus 10 
o'clock before the column was formed, ready to push 
forward upon the other side. 5 

Wo now advanced rapidly, and eon came up with 
our two companies of elinichers, onder Capts. Burt- 
lett and Kilpatrick, who had been dispstebed ubead an 
hour and a half previous. Proceeding ateadily on, 
withont resting & moment, we came, about 4 o'clock 
inthe moming, to Litde Bethel, a distance of about 
Smiles. Atibie point wo discovered anil surprised 
the picket gaurd of the euemy, and a mounted olllcer, 
With four or five foot, were taken prisoners. 

While pnebing forward toward Big Bethel, we snd- 
donly heard a heavy fire of musketry and cannon ia 
our rear, bespeaking s eaverc engagemeot, Suppo-ing 
it to bo un atteropt of the enemy to cut off our reeerve, 
wo immodiately countermarched in quick und double- 
quick time, when, having proceeded aboot five miles, 
Wve came upou two of our regiments, and learned that, 
in tho darkness of the night, they had mistaken cach 
other for enemies, and that an unfortuate enga 
accompanied with some lozs, had tuken plac 
thon, by your command, returned and advanced upon 
Gest Bethel, Ning supported by the 71h Regiment, 
nuder Col, Bendix, and the 3d, under Col. Townsend. 

Proceeding to within a mile of County Bride, the 
column halted, Capts. Kilpatrick and Bartlett having 
discovered that the enemy were holding a strong po- 
sition in battery at the head of the rosd. We now 
drew up in line of battle on the right, at the skirts of 
the woods, aud the artillery—two howitzers and a 
brass 6 pounder—waa pnehed some thirty rods up the 
road. At this point, Liont,-Col. Warren rode into the 
ficld and assumed his position in the regiment, und, 
from hia pre ledge of tho groand, proved of 
invaluable assistance. 

Capta. Winslow, Bartlett, and Kilpatrick, having 
been ordered to advance, Under Licut.-Col. Warren, 
as siclemshers, the regiment waa formed on the left,

Our chaplain also remained to take care of the 
svonnded, but being cut off by a company of cavalry, 
he only excaped by taking to the woode, and escsping 
under cover of the night. We continued our marc

THE TREASON OF GOV. JACKSON.

DISTURBANCH AT ST. LOUIS.

Goy. Jackson, having obtained (hrough a friend, the 
asaurince of Gen. Lyon that he would bo eafo antil the 
, Visited thia city yesterdey, and had on 
th Gon. Lyon and Col. Blair. Tho p 
fessed object of tho consultation on the part of ¢ 
Tuckson was to make some arrangement whereby the 
pablio peace might be preeerved, without keeping the 
whole State in constant snsponse aud uncertainty be- 
tween hopo und fear, oth parties agreed that this 
was desirable, but when they came to talk over details, 
they were ao wide spart aa Lloyd Garrison and L. W. 
Spratt on tho morality of Slavery. Tho Goveruor 
wished the Federal troops kept in St. Louis, and 
the United Btates Meserve Home Gunard—or- 
genized by anthority of the War departinent— 
disbanded, and on his part he guaranteed u ceseation of 
all farther eflorta to organize the State troops ander the 
odious mililery bill, the protection of Union men every 
where in Miscouri, and the exervive of all tho power at 
bis command t provent any outrages on loyal citizens. 
Gen, Lyon derlined to accede to this demand. The 
most thet tho Pederal authdrities would pledge thea 
eolves to do wasto colperate with tho State authori- 
tice in enforcing the lnwe of tho United States, and of 
the Biato where the latter aro in conflict with the 
former, and to oesist the local officers in protecting the 
property and lives of all law abiding citizens without 
distinction of party. It was properly represented that 
to disarm tho reserves would invite lawlessness. Gen- 
Lyon offered to become responsible for their conduct, 
andin event they committed any outrages to panish 
them sovercly. It is necdlees to repeat what tho tele- 
graph bas already told you. ‘Che interview ended in 
enioke, ond matters stand precisely where they did 
before the partics mot. 

Gon, Price yas the monthpiece of the Governor 
tbronghout the interview. The latter official kept si- 
lent nearly all the time it Issted, and apparently did 
not wish to connect himself personally to anything. 
Ono fact came out, however, which goes to vindicate 
Gon. Hamoy, and fix eternal disgrace upon Gen. Price. 
Pending the negotiation, the subject of the Military bill 
passed at the Inte eecret eeesion of the Logislature camo 
up. Price wus reproached for the activity of tho ef- 
forts to organize the State Gnard under that bill, con- 
trary to the agreoment made with Gen. Harney. Price 
denied that ho hed bad ony understanding with Harney 
in regard to suspending the organization of tho State 
Guard onder thst bill. He went thua far, when 
General Lyon produced an original memorandum 
in the handwaiting of Gon, Hurney, with this indoree- 
ment: ' Read to Gen. Price, in the presence of Maj, H. 
8. Turner on the 2let of May.” Thismemorandam etated 
that the only terms upon which Gen. Harney would 
listen to negotiationa were the nnconditional recogni- 
tion of the military bal ase nullity, and the adwission 
that it was antagonistic to the laws and Constitution of 
tho United States. ‘The current of the memoran- 
dum wos thet Gen. Horney required Gen. Price to 
give up all protontions of organizing a Stato Guard 
under that bill. The reading of this document proved 
cold bath for Price, Ho eat trinsfixed in his chair 
like a tatno, and the parties in the room (there were 
tro friends on ench sido present) all agres that Price 
was a convicted falsifler, and proved it by his looks.

PROCLAMATION OF GOV, JACKSON. 

‘The folowing Proclamation from Gov. Jackson was 
iesued before his flight: 

‘Jerrenson City, June 12, 1861, 
To the People of Missouri. 

"A series of anprovoked and unparalleled outreges 
have been inflicted on the Gee ‘and dignity of this 
Commonwealth, and apon tho a und liberties of 
ite people, by, wicked and unprincipl rofessing 
touct under the authority of the United Stutea Gov- 
erument; tho eolemn enactments of your Legislature 
have been nnllified, your volunteer ecldiera have been 
taken prisoners, your commerce with your sister Stutes 
bag been suspended, yonr trade with your own fellow~ 
citizens ns been and ia enbjected to increasing coutrol 
of au armed eoldiory, peaceful citizens have been im- 
risoned without Warrant of law, unoffending and 
fefeneoless men, women, apd children, have been 
ruth shot down and murdersd, and other unde: 
able indignities bave been heaped upon yonr State and 

ourselves, To all these ontrages und indignities you 

“have submitted with patriotic forbearance, which bas 
only eacournyed the perpetratora of these grievous 
Wrongs to attempt still bolder and more daring 
usurpatione. 
Tt hus been my earnest ondesyor under all these em- 
barraseing circumstances to maintoin the peace of the 
Btalo, and avert, if possible, from onr borders the des- 
olating effects of civil war. With that object in view, 
Tautborized Gen. Prico soveral weeks ago to arrange 
With Gen. Harney, commanding the Federal forces: in 
this State, the terme of an agreement by which the 
peace of the State might be presorved. They came on 
the 2let of May to an understanding, which was made 
public. ‘Tho State authorities huve labored faithfully 
to carry ont the tors of tlint agrovment. ‘The Federal 
Goverament, on the other hand, not only manifested 
ite strong disapprobation of it by’ the instant dismissal 
of thet distinguished officer who on its part ontered 
into it, but it at once hegun, and bas unintermittingly 
carried ont, a system of hostile operations, in utter 
contempt of that agreement, aud in rocklees disregard 
of its own pledged faith, The acts Luve latterly por- 
tended revolution aud civil war eo unmistakably, that 
T resolved to make one further offort to avert these 
dangera from you. ‘ 5 

I therefore solicited an interview with Brig.-Gen. 
Lyou, commaniing the Federal army in Missouri, It 
was granted on the 11th inst., and waiving all quee- 
tions of personul and ollicial’ dignity, I went to St. 
Louis, accompanied by Major-Gen. Price. We lind an 
interview on the I1th inet. with Gen. Lyon and Col. 
F. P. Bluir, jr.,at which I submitted to them theso 
propositions: That I would diabond the State Guard, 
bed break up ite organization; that I would dicarm 
all the companies which Lad been ordered ont by the 
State; that I would pledge myeelf not to attempt to 
organize tho militia under the military bill; that no 
farme or munitions of war sould be brought into the 
State; that I would protect all citizens equally in all 
their rizbts, reganilees of their political opinions; that, 
T would repress all insurrectionary movements within 
the State; that 1 would repel afl attempts made to 
invade it from whatever quarter, and by whomsoever 
pinde, end that I would’ thns maintain o 
sMsiot’ neutrality in the present unhapp 
contest, and preserve the peuce of the State. An t 
further propaeed that L would, if necessary, invoke the 
assistance of the United States troups to carry out theso 
pledges. All this I proposed to do upon condition that 
the FederalGoyerument would undertake to disarm 
the home guards, which it has illegally organized and 
armed throuvhont the State, and pledge itself uot to 
occupy with its troupe any focalities io the State not

proper timo exprces yonr sovereign will: and that 
meanwhile it is your daty to obey all constitutional re- 
quirements of the Federal Government. Bat it is 
equally my duty to advise you that yonr first alle- 
giance is dno to your own Stute, and that you are un- 
der no obhgation whatever to obey tho anconstitu- 
tional edicts of (ho military despotiam which has intro- 
duced itself at Wushington, nor submit to tho infa- 
mons and degriding eway of its wicked minions in this 
Btate. No braye-hearted Misaourinn will obey tho one

Govornor Jackeon and all the State officers left Jaf- 
ferson City on Tharaday, and tho lust of the sol- 
diera left the next day, taking with them alll the loco- 
motives, of which there were five, ond cars, and 
buming the bridge ot Gray's Creck, three miles weet 
of Jefferson City; also, one above there, after they bad 
pursed over. 

It was eupposed that he intended to make a stand at 
Arrow Rock, a stronghold about 60 miles up the Mfis- 
souri. Toyo steamers, with the le: Regiment Missouri 
Volunteera, two ecctions of Tottens Light Artillery, 
two companies of regulars, a detachment of pioneers, 
and Geo.

Four hundred Tifnois troops, from Quincy, hay

The Secessionists have full sway in all the counties 
along both sides of the Miasouri River, from the Kansas 
border to Boonoville, and imlications are that they are 
pretty well provided for a fight. 

Col. Curtis's Regiment of Iowa Volunteers bad made 
their headquarters at St. Joroph, Mo, His forces have 
been distributed over 100 miles of tho Hannibal and Bt 
Toeeph Railroad. 

‘A Jango additional force has beon pent to protect the

As a part of Col. Hallman’s Regiment (Reserve 
Corps) were returning from tho North Missouri Rail

‘The Recorder's Court was in session, erowded with 
prizoners and epectatore, 

Police Officer Pratt was shot in tho side, and died iq 
ten minutes, 

Depnty-Marshsl Franto recolyed three balls in hig 
lege, and will undoubtedly die. 

The names of the other persons who were killed oa 
tho pavement below are not uscortained. 

The window jast behind the Recorder's desk waa 
riddled with bullets. The broken glass was scattered 
over his deek. 

‘The bodies of the killed were removed to the Health 
Office, where s thorough investigation of the affair 
will be had, when the particulars will be given. 

It ia eaid that pistol shots were repeatedly fred 
from the windows of the house adjoining the Re- 
corder’s Court-room, and from the pavement, while an 
coqual or greater number ragert that there were no pie 
tols fired from any quarter, that tho firet and only shot 
Vefore the general firing wos an accidental discharge of 
erifle in the ranks. The wound of Captain Reische, 
however, is of such a character as to induce tho belief 
that be was chot froma second or third story window, 
the ball entering hia coat, just back of the point of the 
left shoulder, tesring the ekin across the spine, and 
passing ont of the lower point of the right shoulder 
blade. Two or thres members of the same company 
eaid he was wounded by a buckshot.

We learn from St. Louis that on Monday 
Gen. Lyon landed near Booneville and opened a 
hoary cannonnde against tho Rebels, who re- 
treated to wome woods near by and returned a 


brisk fire, Gen, Lyon thon made a foigned re- 
trest, and thos drew the enemy from their 
cover, As coon as this had been accomplished 


be faced about and sttacked them vigorously, 
Killing 300 and taking many prisonora. The 
Rebels fed precipitately and loft their arms on 
the field, Gen. Price was seized with a vivloot 
illooss at the commencement of the engagoment, 
and was forced to retire on a ateambont. Gov, 
Jacko viewed the affair fram a safe distance 
until the tide turned, and then fled to parte un-

Sr. Louis, Wednesday, Juno 19, 1861. 

A special dispatch to The Republican gives farther 
purticulus of the buttle of Booneville. 

The Federal troops landed five miles below the en- 
campmnent of the State forces, Te latter had a bat- 
tory near Booneville pointed toward the river, but it 
was circomyented by the Federal troopa and proved 
usoleee. Gon, Lyon immediately advanced on tho 
Suite troops and was mot in @ lane where the firing 
cotnmenced. 

‘The rest of tho desoription ia substantially the same 
‘as reported lust night. 

Gov. Jackeon was about one mile off, ecoured by 
Cupt. Kelly's Company ana body guard. 

Tt ia reported that he Was overely reprimanded daring 
the engayemont by bis own party, for cowardice and 
lack of disoretion. 

Col, Parsons was not engaged in the fight, he having 
properly been reported sick, 

Booneville ia not injured, no shots baying been fired 
into it, 

Gen. Prico'e absence in thus accounted for: On Sun- 
day morning the pickets brought » report tbat seven 
rtcamboate were coming up the river with Federal 
A consultation waa immediately bad between 
tov. Jackson and Gen. Price; and the Goveruor or- 
dered the State troops to disband, they not beiug able 
to enstain themselves against stich force. 

Gen, Price then went home; the troops, however, 
were determined to have a fight. Col, Marmadnke 
then bocame disaffeoted, and resigned. A few houra 
later the report abont the steambonta proved untrne, 
und the Governor ordered tbe troops to prepare for 
tanee, appointing M. Little to cominand. 

There sre no trustworthy accounts ua to the namber 
of killed, wounded, or taken prisonera, 

It is stated that Gen. Lyon's forces bad the State 
troope in a position where they could havo killed them 
iu large uumbers, Hoe ordered (hut the Bring cease, 
nod halted to make them prisoners. It ia eaid that the 
State troopr are gathering in the oountics west of 
bere, and another etand will be mado in Jackson 
County. 

Jevrenson City, Wednesday, June 19, 1861.

Warsiixe, Thureday, June 13, 1861. 

The Convention met at 10. m. in the Uniied States 
Courtroom, 
Accicvular wns received by @ member supposed to 
emauate from Mr. Brouoon, Senator from Loula 
County, addreased to the patriot of North-Western 
Virginin, dovoaveing the Wheeling Convention as an 
ultempt te divide the Biste und ettach a portion toe 
miserable Black Republican State, or form it into a 
new State. It called ayow thoes opposed to being the 
tail-cnd of » Republican deapotiem, to soud delegates 
to w Convention to be beld ut Lowisburg, Greenbrier 
Conuty, on the first Monday of July, to enter a eolemn 
protes! avaiuat the celeme, wad to take each other ue- 
tion us muy Le thought proper, aftor knowing the re- 
eult of tie Wheeling Convention. 
This circular is productive of no eMfuct whatever 
here. 
Mr. Corlisle was made Chairman. 
The Commitice on Basinees reported a declaration, 
reviewing tho cnhuppy condition of the State, setting 
forth the usurpstious of the Richmond Convention, offer- 
ivy a Dill of rights, repudiating allegiance to the South- 
erm Confederacy, and vacuting the olfices of all who 
adhere to it, whether legislutive or jadicish. 
The reading of the declurution wus listened to with 
profound interest, not 4 direenting opinion being ex- 
pressed, It waa made the epeciut order for to-worrow. 
Mr. Paxton of Ohio County offered 6 resolution 
setting forth tbe grievances long ouffered by Western 
Virginia, and declamtory of their intention never to 
submit lo the onliuince of Secession, bat maintain 
rights in the Union. Adopted. 
Mr, Prot of Juckeon offered a resolution calling on 
all pereous ia rebellion, especially thors in arms, to 
disbund, and return to their allegiunce to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, 

THIRD DAY, 

Wrescino, Va. Friday, June 1, 1861. 

In the Convention to-lay, Mr. Carlile, from tho 
Committee on Business, reported ao ordivance yaesting 
the sexta of all the State officers now in rebellion 
against the United States; providing for a provisional 
yoverment aud for the election of oflicers; also provid- 
ing that the State, evanty, aud monicipal officers imme- 
diatoly take the oath of allestance to tbe United States, 
The ordinance was made the apecial order for Wednes- 
day vext. Ia the afternoon u spirited debate ensued 
on tho declaration reported yesterday. Mr, Dorsey of 
Monongalels took strony grounds for an immediate di- 
vision of the State. Mr. Carlile took the ground that 
Conyrces ut the coming aeseion would wot be likely to 
recoynize the division, which recogpition is necessary, 
ontil the rebellion in the Sonthern States is put down, 
the object of Congress Lcing to restore every original 
Slate to the Union. This done, Congress would recog 
nize the Provisional Leyislatare, and with the coment 
of the Logiglutare und Congress, aeparstion could bo 
effected at an early day.

HARPER'S FERRY EVACUATED 


THD REDELS IN RETRBax. 


THEIR CONDITION.

Special Dispatch to The N. ¥. Tribune. 
Wasninaton, Fridsy, June 14, 1861. 

The Goverumeut has reosived dispatches which 
state that Harper's Ferry bas beea completely 
evacuated, sud the troops stationed at that point 
sre on the march to Mauassas Junction. 

‘The retreat from Harper's Ferry travsfora the 
immedints center of operations to Manussas Junc- 
tion. Whotber the Rebelo will make a desperate 
assault upon our lines here, as sume atill soem to 
believe, or will streogthen their position and await 
attack at the Juuction; whether our columns 
will at once advauce from the West and North, 
until tho Rebels ore ontfiaaked and forced to re- 
trent or fight at n dieudvantage, or will wait 
awhile to enable Besuregard’s force to become 
demoralized, as those at the Ferry have been, are 
quertions on which men may differ. But cousid- 
ering the scarcity of food aud the general disaf- 
fection, we cannot but think that the Rebels will 
soou feel obliged to bring on an ection or retreat. 
We shall not be likely to move untu thoroughly 
ready. 

To the Assoclated Preas 
Paepenicr, Md. Friday, June 14, 1861. 

It is bere roported upon the watbority of a messenger 
who urrived here thia worntug from within one uitis of 
Tiarpor’s Perry, that the bridge acroea the Potomac at 
that point was blown up und entirely destroyed be~ 
twcen 4 and 5 o'clock this morning, The explosion

A retident of this city, who bas jast returned from 
Harper's Ferry, etates that tho bridge Les been entire 
ly destroyed with the exception of the piers, which 
ero left standing. The trestle work of the railmad, 
withio the town, was also destroyed. The Guvern- 
meut buildings were being severally burnt whea he 
loft there at I o'clock this woruing. The armory wan 
first fired and destroyed. The rifle worka, it is sup 
puced, will follow next. All the mucbinery bad been 
tran-ported lo the interior several duys ugo. He #ati- 
wates that there ure 4,008 troops yet in thetown. The 
mouin body, it is sid, bus been pushed on to Charles 
town, and to a point near Lecsburgh. 

Frepericr, Briday, June 14, 1861. 

After a thorough examination into the thousand rumora 
about Harper's Forry, we find that word came to the 
Rebela yesterday thut the United Stutes troops would 
be inon them und bombard the town ov Thureduy 
night.

NEWS FROM VIRGINIA DIRECT, 
The “Rebel strength Norfolk—Fichmend 
alusost Defeascleas—Treops at Mansrons 
and Horper’s Ferry—Previsions Scarce. 
From Our Special Correspondent, 

Wasaixoron, Jnne 14, 1881. 
Your correspondent, some two weoks ago, Was 
ecized with an irresistible desire to visit the City of 
Richmond, and other pointe of interest in tha " Od 
Dowinion.” A minate account of the means ased be 
satisfy this desire would be inocnsistent with my design 
Bt 00 romote period to repeat the visit, and would, be 
sides, compromize others. I sball, therefore, condins 
myeolf to au account of whutI saw. I left Forsreae 
Monroe abont Juue 1, crossing ins fisb-boat to a polst 
opposite Newport News point, I did not consider i 
aivieable to go within the lines of the picket-gnard af 
thia poivt, but gained the following information, apom 
which full relisnos muy be pliced 

The fortifications on Faizabeth River, guarding the 
passuge to Norfolk and Portsmouth, commence wit 
the valley at Sewall's Point. There are also batteries 
at Pig Point and ut the Marine {Hespital, and the 
Navy-Yurd boildivye are strovgly fortified. In fact, 
therm is 4 contiouous line of fortifications, mounted 
with besvy gane taken from the Nuvy-Yard, along 
the river on each side, There ure also sund-bsg breash 
works on the coust extending from tho Rip Kups below 
‘a point culled Ocain View. Tbe whole oumber ef 
troops et Norfolk avd in these intrencbments is abowt 
2,000, 

After malsing such inquiries and observations as E 
deemed prudeus, I took the Norfolk aad Peterabarg 
cara for Richwond. Passing through Potorsburg I 
saw but few troops, they having beon eent from this 
place to Norfolk. 

Until within the last week nothing whatever haa 
been done by way of making Richmoad defensible, 
aud I wavert positively, that if an advance is made 
upon it withiu « reasonably eliort timo, it ill Gind thst 
city completely anprotectad. Some time ayo a move 
ment wus mado to fortify Riclwoud. About 20 
nerves, tuken from the tobacco factories, Were eat ad 
work in (he erection of batteries, but being unacoas- 
tomed to Isboring in the oun they accomplished almost 
nothing. About 9 o'clock they Were mustered to go te 
their lubor wt @ distance of two miles from the city. 
Ths march was made the occasion for a general jollif- 
cution onthe part of the negroes. They formed com 
panies, chose officers, and wiih bootings and stom, 
bearing Confederate flags, murcbed vat, reaching the 
pluce where the works were being thrown up, be 
tween 10 and HL o'clock. ‘Twenty ordinary laboring 
men would Lave done more work than the whole af 
these negroes. This attempt to tarn the negroes to 6 
count has been abandoned, and ubout 69 convicts from 
the Peniteutiary have taken their plice. Thin ia the 
eulire force now employed on tho defences of Thicke 
mond. 

‘Tho eoldiers do not work on tho fortifications, bes 
are encamped on tho opposite eitlo of the city. Withis 
the list few weels, the forees at Richmoud have varied

There ia an invobereice obout this which cao 
hardly be referred w the utiwost possible sutura- 
tion io whisky. We should have permitted the 
quiet concentration of one or two hundred 
thousand men upon thie sacred soil of Virginis—

VICE-ADMIRAL SAUNDERS DUNDAS. 

The death of the eenior Naval Lord Commissionor of 
the Admiralty took place on June 3. Thoosuse of death, 
itis eaid, was disease of the heart. Sir Richard was 
the second eon of Robert Saundcra Dundas, second 
Viscount Melville, by Anno, daughter and cu-heir of 
Ricbard Huck-Sanndera, M.D, On leaving Harrow 
School, at tho age of 13, bo entered the Royal Nuvul 
College; and io June, 1817, first wont allont os vol- 
apteer on board the Ganymede, 26 gunz, Captain the 
Hon; Robert Cavandish Spencer, brother of the late 
Earl Spencer, with whom, in that ship und the Owen 
Gleudower; 42 gona, he served as niidsbipman on the 
Meditorranean and Soath Auerican stations, Huving 
obiained bis runk us lieutenant, be wus for come years 
extively employed; ond iv 1823 be wae appointed com- 
uaudor of the Sparrowbawk, 18 guua, on the Halifax 
station, and in the Mediterranean, autil be was posted, 
In 1825 he wus appointed to the Volaze, 28 yous, tit- 
ting oat for South America, In_ the Spring 0 

wus appointed to thé Warapite, 76, in which ship 
first of ber olues thut ever circumneviyated the eurth, 
be retarned to Englund from New-South Wules in the 
(October following. After commanding the Belvidere, 

{2 gons, he wasuppointed to the Melville, 72gune, and 
sabeequently in that ebip be bore oyart in the open- 
ing ecaues of tho first war ia Chioa, While there be 
obtained the thanks of Sir Gordon Bremer for his con- 
duct at the capture of Ty-cock-tow, in Janaury, 1841;

COUNT CAVOUR. 

Camillo di Cavour, President of the Connell and 
Minister of Finance of the Kingdom of Sardinia, died 
on the 6th inst, He was born in Turin, Jaly 14, 1809, 
and iv eusly life ko spent mach Uwe in England, be 
coming deeply interested in her men und oystem of 
government. Ip 1842 be retarued to Itly and begno 
the political career which made hi co famous. With 
the crisis of 1847 both ubsolutiem and government of 
all kinda were threatened with destruction, Cavour, a 
foo alike to anarchy and despotiaw, in conjunction with 
otber promiveut Italian libersle, now established // 
Risorgimenso (the Resurrection), a jouraul expouent 
of those principles to which he and his paity bave al- 
waya been pledged. Ao the storm grew thicker bo be- 
came the mouthpioce of ull the moderate Liberals, and 
was the Brat to proclaim Sardinia’s great want—a Con- 
sttation, Cavour himself wrote wo the King, etrongly 
argivg tho necessity of that measure, and within « 
week ufterward, Clurles Albert granted it, Cavour 
entered tho Surdiniun Champer of Deputies in 1849, 
and seated himeelf among tho moderate opposition. 
Soon efter the Ministry of Agriculture and Commerca 
wes conferred upon bim, to which, in 1851, wus ad- 
ded that of Finance. {n 1852 bo became President of 
the Council, and with the exception of @ oiort retire- 
mont in 1859. fled that place until bis death. Ho ud- 
ded inuch to bis reputation by opposing the Popo and 
the ultrumontuniois, und taking eldes against Kusia in 
the Crimean war. He signed the munifesto of Sar 
dinia during this latter period, und waa ono of ber two 
representatives at the Peaco Congress of Purim in 1856, 
Daring the sittings of this Conference, be took occasion 
lo protest aguinst the continued occupation of the Pon- 
tificial State Ly foreiyn troops, and {o ropresent the 
nocewity of inducing the King of Nuplea to moderato 
bia system of guverament. Not less famous did lio be- 
come from the purt bo took in carrying through the 
Sardinian Parliament the measars for sappressiny con- 
ventsand movasteries, and sccalarizing their estates, 
which drew down apon bim, and all who participated 
in the enactment avd oxecution of this statu, the 
major excommunication of the Pope, and the hoxtility 
of n large portion of the Sardinian clergy aud their 
supporwersin Purliament. Despite the warm opposition 
of many powerfal interests which bis reforming ten- 
doncies offended, the Ministry of Count Cavour was 
sustained by the msssee of the peopl. After the 
attowpt upon the life of the Emperor of the French 
(Jun. 14, 1858), Count Cavour acceded to the requests 
of the French Minister of Foreign Affaire, and pro- 
posed end carried through the Legislature an uct in 
reference to political refagecs and covapirmore ayaines 
the Ufe of foreign eovercigns, which was denounced 
by the Democrativ members of the Sardinian Chamber 
of Deputies, The net conceded o special jary af 200, 
to be designated by the Mayor aud Manicipal Council 
of the town in which the Court of Appeal ia cetab- 
lished, for the trial of couspirstors against foreign po 
tentates. On tho various questious which have arisen 
between the contracting parties concerning tbe con- 
mruction of the European Treaty of Pesce of 1856, 
snd concerning the ecttlement of the Danablun Princ 
palities, the Ministry of Count Cavour supported 
Breneb views, und aniformly set thomselves in 
opposition to the policy of Austria 
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Tho Rov. Dr. Nly died at his residence fn Philndes 
phia, on Monds,¥ forenoon. He was born in New- 
England on the 1%,% of June, 1788; be completed his 
75th year on lest Thy redex. He was acon of the Rev. 
Zebulon Ely, usable 4 Od intineutial divine, who lived 
and labored long as q winister, at Lebanon Coon,

Tho results of extensive statistical investign- 
jons Which ore collected in this volume present: 
ae view of the development of Aimeriean 
Industry, from the commencement of the colopi- 
gation of this country to the end of the last ceutury. 
Tho avauul product of manufactures in the United 
Btates, according to the census of 1850, amounted 
in the ageregato to more than $1,019,000,000, and 
the capital employed in them exceeded $65 
000,000. It is the design of the author of the 
present work to trace this enormous increase of 
{ndustrial enterprise to ita lumble beginuings in 
tho first settlement of tho colonics, and to follow 
it step by step to its luxuriant expansion in our 
‘bwn times. Ho appears to havo performed his 

, Without sbrivking at its magnitude oud dif- 
culty, and has produced a highly interesting 
record of facts which form on ezeential element 
fm American history. 

According to Dr. Bishop, glasa-meking was one 
af tho earliest manufacturing attempts in this coun- 
try. Soon after the settlement of Jamestown in 
Virginia, artieans were sent to the colony for that 
urpose, and as early as 1608 a glass-houso woe 
pe in the ueighboring woods, and the busiuces 

Was prosecuted with considerable success, A great 

Jacility to the manufacture was found in the abund- 

ance of fel, aud the demand for beads and other 
trinkets of glass, which were exchanged with tho 

Indiana for furs and peltry, brought a market for 

the productions within couvenient distance, In 

Macsachusetts, the manufacture was introduced at 

an early period, but tho, dato cannot be precisely 
ttated, ‘Tho firat attempt was-at Braintree, whero 
glass bottles were made, but the proprietor failed 
some time before the Revolution, and the house hay- 
ing burned down, was never rebuilt, In 1639, the 
manufacture was commenced at Salem, and as an 
sncoursgement to the enterprise the town granted 
4*to the glass-men severallucres of ground adjoyning 
to their howees.” The work was at firat confined 

4o bottles and other coarse descriptions of glass. 

Tho improvements mado in the manufacture in 

Europe took place at alater date, Window glass 

was not in common vse among tho earlier colonists. 

Diled paper, for some time, formed a cheap aud 

ponvenient substitute. In a few yeara, however, 

Tho houses of the wealthy contained beneath their 

Jeeply-projecting roofs, two ample windows in each 

itory, with white or stained rbombic-ehaped glass, 
yet in leaden frames, and opening on hinges, while 
tach of the two sharp gables received another, af- 
fordivg abundant light to the interior of the dwell- 
ing.

In 1624, a carpenter 
fent out by the Company ‘quickly built two 
bery good and strong shdllops, with a great and 
strong lighter; aud had hewn timber for ketches 
{a much larger description of yeesel), but thie 
gpoilt; fur in the heat of the season,” eays Goy- 
amor Bradford, ‘‘ho falls into a fever and dies, 
‘Jo our great loss and sorrow.” But the first 
‘Yyeasel of any considerable size constructed there 
yas a bark built by subscription in 1641. She 
yas Of fifty tuns burden, and cost about two 
jundred pounds. This wos an undertaking “at 
pt period of exigency ond privation eurpassing 
© equipment of a Canton or North-west ship 
with our means at the present day.” In the 
Maceachusetts colony, the Blessing of the Bay 
$raa built for Governor Winthrop in 1631. Dur- 
the Summer of that year, soon after her 
janch on July 4, she mude several coasting 
4pr, and eubsequently visited Long’ Island and 
Monbatian. She was probably the largest yeseel 
that had yet floated on the waters of the Sound. 
Asother vessel of sixty tuns, called the Rebecca, 
was built at Medford in 1633, and another of 
deo tuns at Marblehead in 1636, 

The firet printing press in America was 
srected in Cambridge in 1638, and went into 
pperation in the beginning of the next year, its 
Gret issue boing tho ‘Freeman's Oath.” The 
ext thing printed wes on almanac for the year 
1639 by ‘ Williom Peirce Mariner,” an English 
adventurer who had received from the Massn- 
shusetts colouists the eobriquet of “the 
Palinurus of our Soas.” The esme individual, 
by the by, mado an early plunge into tho slaye- 
trade, exchanging in 1638 some Pequot Indians 
in the West. Indies for negro slaves, whom be 
Drought to Virginia. In 1640, the Bay Stato 
Pealm Book was printed at Cambridge, the first 
production of the American press in book form. 
This collection of the Psalma ‘ newly turned 
info metre” mot with extraordinary success. It 
is aid to have passed through no fewer than 
seventy editions, in about one hundred and 
Hourteon years, during which it maintained its 

larity in England and America, The con- 
Ector of the primeval Cumbridge press was 
named Stephen Day, but hia blundera in punetu- 
ation and epelling’ gave no premonition of the 
consummate excellence which the typograpic art 
has sinco attained in that famous town. He hed 
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our Riverside printers run cold. Out of tho 
limits of Mnesachueotte, the fret printing press 
was ercoted by William Bradford, in Phila- 
delpbio, in the year 1626, where his son Androw 
was carrying on the business on tho arrival of 
Dr. Franklin in that city in 1723. 

Our pious ancestors wero thirsty doula, and bad 
not the slightest inkling of the virtues of modern 
tectotalism, Wine svd beer woro among the 
carly products of industry during the colonial 
period, ‘Tho wea of tea, coffee, and chocolate 
yas almost huknown, even in Englaud, aud their 
place waa eupplied by fermented liquors, Among 
tho outfits to Maesachucetta in 1629, were four 
hundred weight of bops and forty-five tuns of 
beer, Soon after was sent a generous store of 
molt, which was converted into a more potent 
bererago than tho “cup of faire spring 
water’ which in 1623 was tho best the Plymouth 
settlers could offer to their friends recently 
arrived from England, At that time they were 
obliged to use ‘odd substitutes for their favorite 
fluid, according to tho traditional rhymes; 


porloy bo wanting to make tito malt, 
Worn be cauteut, aud thiak feo fel, 
For we can wiake liqhor to eweeten our ips, 
Gepumpkins, aud paranips, and weluut chipe. 


Tho business of brewing seems to havo been 
commenced soon after tho settlement of Boston, 
In November 1637, the “Great and General 
Court,” for tho protection of common brewers, 
who already constituted a trade, ordered that 
“No person shall browe any beare, or malt, or 
other druke, or sell in gross or by retaile, but 
only such a shall be liceneed by this Courte, on 
paine of £100; and whereas Capt. Sedgwick 
hath before this time eet up a brewe-houso at 
his greato charge, aud very comodious for thia 
part of the countrey, hee is freely licensed to 
browe beare to sell according to tho size before 
licensed dureing the pleasure of the Courte.” 
The “ size” was before ordered to be not atropger 
than could be sold at eight shillings the barrel, 
under pevalty of £20, This seoma to be the 
earliest mention of a brew-house in the Colonies, 
Ten years later, however, they had six public 


brew-bouses in Virginia. 

Among the trades in New England, at the same dato, 
mentioned as having © fallen into their ranks an 
phicee to their grent aiivantnge’" wre! brewers besides 

vers eorts of shopkeepers, and eome who haye a mys- 
tory beyond otbers, x8 baye the vintners."’ In 1641, 
Join Appleton, one of the firet settles xt Watertown, 
Mussachutsetts; who was frequently elected a represou- 
tative to the General Court, und distinguished by 
the respectable Ue of “Mr.,"' received pormission to 
set up a malthouse in that place, He 4s eaid alzo to 
baye been a cultivator of hops. Samuel Livermore 
followed the enme busines there in 1667, Many years 
elapeed, in gome parts of the conntryy before barley 
was raised in sufilcient quantity for the production of 
malt and Beer, and a codsiderable importation of ma't 
annually tok place for the use of the brewers. ‘This 
yas cubject, in Museachneetts, to a duty on importa- 
tion. Whether an increased supply of the article was 
deemed important, or the domestic manufacture of it 
bed dimini-hed the profits, the principal importers of 
mult, and other merchanta of Boston, in 1655, petitioned 
the Assembly foru reduction or a repeal of the tariff, 
ag “ piuditiall tothis comonwelih and also a discoridgmt 
."" Oue of the petitions of those exly 
Boston advocates of free trade in the hundwriling of 
‘VPhomas Broughton, und signed only by him: und Robert 
Paterlall, represents that ‘“ the well-known advant- 
age acerieing by treedome of porte and hindrance of 
trude proportiomilly according to largeness of custome 
impozed, that this eeeming good may not bring upon 
this coubtrey a reall evell, and from custome upon one 
tubing grow to custome on another, till, step by step, 
under apecious pretences, We are ineensible brought 
under taxes for everything, as the wolul experience of 
other nations well kaown unto us ehoweth,” therefore 
‘jor the good of the present, and to prevent this evell 
in future nges, we ure become your humble petitioners 
to remove the customs upon walt, tbat after ges may 
remind yon as fathers of their freedome, aud the pree- 
ent may bow before you for their experience of your 
care of theire wellfare,'” &e. ‘Ten yeurs betore ibis, 
the Brewers of New’ Awsterdam, with whom New 
England bud now beld commercial intercourse for over 
thirty yeurs, lad vigorously resisted 9, tux om muni 
Juetifying their recurauey on the yround that tbo taxe 
Were not represented in the euluctment of the lav. 
Theso examples sbov how early manifested wos the 
spirit of resistance to every forin of taxation, and the 
“specious pretences” of indirect/ pubsidies levied 
through the eustoms were clearly'seen. ‘They littlo 
apprehended, whilo deprecating *2 dangerous a prece-

In the year 1663, the younger Winthrop of Con- 
necticut commenced a series of experiments in the 
manufacture of beer from Indian corn, a custom 
which had prevailed iu America from an early date. 
In the deseription of New-Swedon by Campaniua, a 
passage ia cited from Sir Richard Grenville’s rela- 
tion of his voyage to Virginia in 1585, in which he 
states that ‘‘the English have prepared maize in 
the came manner as corn, and have brewed with it 
a king of small beer.” Ho gives ulso the testimony 
of Peter Lindstrom, an engineer of New-Sweden, 
about the year 1684, who remarks that ‘maize or 
Indian corn grows‘ thero of various colors, white, 
red, blue, brown, yellow, and pied; out of which 
and yellow maize they make bread, but the blue, 
brown, black, and pied, is brewed into beer which 
is very strong, but not remarkably clear.” The 
women, he eaye, “brewed excellent drink asin 
Sweden,” and a yery cooling beverage was made 
from water-melone. 

The price at which the beet quality of Beer was 
cold in New-England, in 1667, was 1d. per quart. 
Tue General Court had previously ordered that Beer 
should be made with four bushels of good barley malt 
ut Ieuat toa hogeltead, and that it elould not be eold 
above 2d, the quart. ‘It wus now ordered that Beer 
should be made only of good barley mult, without 
“any mixture of mofasses, coarse sugar, or other ma- 
terials instead of mault, on penalty ot five pounds for 
every offence.” The prices of Bulky, Burley-malt, 
and Rye were fixed for that year at 4/ tho bushel; 
wheat, at5/, aud Indian corn, at 2/8d. the busbel, 
‘The value of eilyer was then about 6/84, sterling the 
ounce. 

In May, 1673, the Court, taking into serious consid- 
eration tho neccesily of upbolding the staple cou- 
modities of this country, for eupply and support of the 
iububitante thereof, aud finding, by oxperience, the 
bringing of malt, which is a principal commodity of 
this country, from foreign parte, to be excsedingly 
prejudicial to the inhabitants of this Colony,” imposed 
a duty of 64.4 bushel on malt imported from Europ, 
in addition to the rate of one penny previously laid,

It 
Was cent to the West Indies, Newfoundland, and other 
of the continental Colonies Among the importa of 
the Islund of Burbadoes, with which the Colonies had 
much trade, in the first ‘eight weoks of the year 1731, 
ure mentioned seventy-five tuns of Beer aud Ale; one 
bundred and fifty casks, mostly hogeheade, of battled 
Beer and Ale, and pine and a lalf tuas of Cider, much 
of which was probably from tho coutiuental’ porte, 
‘The Assembly of Rhode Island, during the yeur, passed 
on Act, levying a duty on Strong Beer, Ale, ete., im- 
ported into that Colouy from neighboring government 
New-York and Penvsylyania, us well us Mussachu- 
eetls, at this lime, were exporting beer to that aud 
other provinces, as well sa to foreign ports. 

‘The enormous iwportations of Molassea from the 
sugar Colonies, and tho extensive dietullations of rum 
from it, in Which bosinesa Kbode Island was very ne- 
tive, interfered with the lesa barmful business of Malt- 
ing and Brewing. A bigh probibitive duty upon mo- 
Jasees was consequently recomwended abont this time 
aga desirable mensure. Tho Province raised aud vx. 
ported burloy in covsideruble quantity. Iv- produced 
at a luter period very superior cider for exportation, 

Connecticut was islso celebrated for the amount aud 
quality of its cider, and at Middleton, a few years ufter 
the pence, porter was made at an extensive brewery,

“A 
awull village near Boston, of forty houses, made, in 


Tho Dutch settlers in Now-York aoon intro- 
duced tho manufacture of the boyerage which 
was indigenous to Holland as well as to Ger- 
many. In 1633, a brewery was ercetod on tho 
north sido of what is now Bridge street, botweou 
Brond and Whitehall. From that time, the town 
continued well suppliod with the national drink. 
“Tho distillation of brandy commenced there a8 
carly a8 1640, which was probably the firat in- 
etanco of that manufactur in'the Colonies. In 
the following year, drunkonuesa had become so 
alarmingly prevalent that, to abate tho dieordors 
arising from it, and to secure a better observance 
of the Subbath, the municipal authorities of tho 
town, in April of that year, prohibited the tap- 
Ping of beer during divine wervico, or aiter 10 
o'clock at night, under_o penalty-of twenty-five 
guilders, or ten dollars, for each offence, beside 
tho forfvituro of the beer for, the uso of the 
‘Schout Fiseaal,’ or Attorney-Genoral. The 
offender was not allowed to tap beer again for 
threo months, The preamble to this carly or- 
dinance for restraining the solo of spirituous 
liquor shows tho sonso then entertained of tho 
magnitude of an evil which still bales the wie- 
dom of the successors of tho Burgomasters and 
Schepens of that day. ‘Whorcar,’ they say, 
‘complaints are mado that some of our inhab- 
itants have commonced to tap beer gluring divine 
service and use a email kind of measure, which 
is in contempt of our religion, and must ruin Ub 
State, &e.’ ‘Tho firs tavern on tho Island for 
the accommodation of strangers, of whom there 
were many already from New-England, was 
erected in 1642 near the head of Coevties Slip.” 

Soveral of the firat brewera in New-Amsterdam 
were men of “property and standing” in tho 
community, and filled somo of the highest civio 
offices. Their establishments wero chiefly situated 
in the vicinity of tho fort, within which the first 
brewery was built.’ The street occupied by 
them was called the ‘ Brouwer Strast,” op the 
Brewers’ street, and corresponded,-witt the 
present Stone street, between Brond and White- 
hall, Among the privcipal brewers in this lo- 
cality were eeyeral names yhich have sinco 
become familiar in the eocial and business cir- 
cles of New-York, as De Forest, Van Cortlandt, 
Bayard, Beekwan, and others. 

In New-Jersey, barley waa very early raised in 
quantities sufficient for exportation, The mamu- 
facture of beer, however, was not introduced un- 
til a later period. At first the trades were 
followed but by few persons. Aa ap in- 
ducemont to emigranta, it was represented 
that laborera’ hod not above one-third the 
work to do that. was required in England, 
while they fared much better, living-on beef, 
pork, bacon, pudding, milk, butter, with good 
beer aud cider for drink, Tho cider of New- 
Jersey in colonial times was suid to be tho beet 
in the world, Largo quantities of it are men- 
tioued os the produco of the province, of which, 
that made at “ove town culled Newark,” gur- 
passed in quality the cider of New-England. At 
Burlington, brow-houses and malt-houses are men- 
tioned as enrly as 1693, « ‘ 

The Swedes, who wore the firet penateece set- 
tlers in Pennsylvania and Delaware, made tea 
from the sassafras and beer and brandy frem the 
persimmon, They alao brewed beer, a6 already 
stated, from Indian corn. The Dutch had seve- 
ral breweries in the settlement about the year 
1662. Attached to the splendid mansion house 
of William Penn, at his manor in Bucks 
Cou's'y, was a malt-house, brew-house, 
pears, all under ono roof, Three 

ua tmalt-houges, and as many rena 
sioken of in Philadelphia in 169%, 
Was" in more esteom and commanded o®& 
price than English beer. The reputation oC Pbil-

lished. "But sororal_ citewpetris tho’ calouiea, 
Malting was not generally conducted as 8 sep- 
arate business, as in Europe, Tho household 
brewing of small beer was consequently not 
favored, and tho taste for such liquors was not 
formed, The heat of the summers, with the 
high prico of bottles, was another impediment! 
to the manufacture, particularly for exporta- 
tion, Large quantities of vinous liquors of a 
pleasant flavor wero made in families from na- 
tive fruits, Cider, perry, ‘apple and peach 
brandy, and currant wine, were abundant, De- 
licious methoglin and mead! were made from 
honey; molasses and spruce beer were common; 
spirits were distilled from molassea and grain, 
beside’ the extensive importation of rum, 
brandy, and wine from the West Indies and 
Europe. The popular taste was thus formed 
for those beverages rather than for malt liquora, 
Pale ale and porter wero first made in this coun- 
try about the year 1774, 

The attention of the Now-England colonists was 
turned to the manufacture of linen and woolen 
cloth for family use by tho difficulty of obtaining 
a sufficient eupply from Englond. In the year 
1640, the General Court of Massachusotts offered 
a bounty of threepence on every shilling’s worth 
of linon, woolen, and cotton cloth, “according to 
ite valewation for the incuragment of the manifoe- 
turo.”” “In apprehension of the acarcity of clothing 
likely to be experienced during the noxt winter, 
tho Goneral Court of Massachusetts, in June, 
1641, following the award of premiums for linen, 
directed, as a means of prosent aupply ‘till cotton 
may beo had,’ that wild hemp should bo gathered 
and improved. The heads of families were to be 
instructed in the method of gathering aud using 
this article ‘growing all over the country,’ which 
the natives employed for various purposes, as for 
making clothing, nets, mats, lines, &0. From 
them, the people first learned the uso of this 
material. It was further ‘ desired and expected 
that all masters of families should eeo that their 
children and servants should beo ipdustriously 
implied, 80 as tho mornings ond eronings and 
other eeasons may not bee lost, as formerly thoy 
have beens, but that the honest and profitable 
custome of England moy be practiced amongat 
us; 60 o8 all hands may be implied for the work. 
ing of hemp and filaxe and other needful things 
for clothing, without abridging any such eervanta 
of their dowo times for foode and rest aud othor 
needful refroabings.’” ; ’ 

Iu respect to wearing apparel, tho first eottlors 
of America woro not above receiving useful hints 
from their borbarous neighbors. ‘Tho principal 
‘clothing of the Indians, before they became 


fure aud skins of wild” animals, Elk ‘aud deer 
skins especially were highly prized for that pur. 
pore, being converted into good untamicd leather 
Wwhiet, according to an carly emigrant, they 
made ‘soft and plume, and as whito as milk.” 
They wore worn in cold weather with the baip 
next the porsou.”” ‘The colonists mado much usp 
of these materials. ‘hey wero well suited to the 


1721, nearly 3,000 basrela of cider." Some of the weat- 
‘gru sountivs also produced much adr ® 
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life. Eyen in their vativo country, they bad been 
accustomed to similar clothing, for, in England at 
that day, leather, dressed og buff and in other 
styles, was much worn, Tho plainness of their 
tastes would give the preference to this fashion 
over tho velvots, silks, and Isces of England. 
There homely materials continued in yoguo until 
after the war of independence, ‘They were the 
usual style of the camp, and gave tho namo of 
“Buckskins" to tho Aierican soldiery. “But, 
surly,” eays a quaint old writer, speaking of New- 
Albion, in 1649, “ we may easily grow rich if wo 
will buy no clothes, for a good weaver bronght 
hither will make us of our flaxe uino sorts of 
Lipons, tufted Hollands, velures, _yelyots; 
Tuftaffetnes and Plushea, and for winter a good 
Glover, with eomo onely of our own elk skins 
maketh the beat bully coats; our own stag and 
deor skins make best gentile and soldiore’ clothes, 
fittest for our wuods; o docskin breeches with 
the fur insido in our short winter is better than 
two broadclotls ond warmer, 60 we necd no 
English Cloths.” 

Tho cloth made in America prior to tho 
rorolution consisted almost exclusively of the 
stout and coarser kinds of mixed fabrics into 
which linen or hempen thread largely entered 
asa material, Cotton was imported in small 
quantities chiefly from Barbadoes, but occasion- 
ally from Smyrna, and was mede jnto fustians 
and other stuffs with linen thresd. Tho lineps 
made at thot timo wero usually of a very 
coarso texture. The kersoys, linsey-woolseys, 
serges, and druggote, consisted of wool variously 
combined with flax or tow, and formod the 
outer clothing of a largo part of the population 
during the colder eeasons, Hempen cloth and 
linen of different degrees of fineness from the 
coaraost tow cloth to tho finest Holland, conati- 
tuted tho principal wearing apparel ab other 
stimes. The matorial was mostly grown upon 
tho homestead; tho breaking and hachling 
Wore done by tho men; while the carding, spin- 
ning, weaving, bleaching, and dyeing wero per- 
formed by their wives ond daughtere. ‘The 
beauty and abundance of ‘tho stores of household 
linen were the pride of all thrifty families, 
“Tho dreas of approntices and laborers, early in 
the Inst century, almost invariably compriced 
shirts of this home manufactured ‘Ozenbrig,’ 
made of hemp or flax, and varying in price from 
one to ono shilling and sixpence per yard, and 
vests and breeches of tho same, or of conrze 
tow-cloth. Coats, or doublets, and breeches of 
leather, or endurivg buckskin, and costs aleo of 
Kersey, drugget, duroy, friozo, ote.; felt hats, 
coarso Joatuer shoes, with brass buckles, and 
often wooden heels; and coarse yarn or worsted 
stockings, Wore the common outer habiliments of 
thot claes, and wero pricipally of home 
manufacture, ‘The distinctions of rank were pretty 
clenrly defined, and the dress of the middle and 
wealthier classes corresponded to the tastes and 
abilities of each.” 

During the war of tho revolution, the scarcity 
of clothing, eépecinlly of woolens suitable for the 
use of the army, as is well known, was a source 
of great embarrassment to the commiseariat and 
of distress to the eoldiers. In Nov., 1775, Con- 
grese resolved “that clothing bo provided for the 
army by the continent, to be paid for by stopping 
1g dollara per snonth out of the soldier’s pay; 
that a8 much as possible of tho cloth be dyed 
brown, tho distinction of the regiments to be made 
in the facings; and that a man who brought 
into the camp a good new blanket should bo al- 
Jowad two dollars therefor, and be atgliberty to 


‘to furnish a suit of clothes—of which the waist 
cnt and bebe ergue be or deer leathor, if te 


he bed om reasonable terms, a blanket, felt bat, 
two shirts, two pair hose, and two pair shoos for 
cach eoldier in the army, to be paid for by Con- 
gress. In July tho commissary was granted o 
quantity of gunpowder with which to purchase 
deer-skins for breechea; and the secret com- 
mitteo was directed to fall upon ways and 
means of procuring a further supply of deer- 
skins for the like purposo from Georgia and 
South Carolina. At tho samo time, John Grif- 
fith, ‘an experienced artificer in making and dress- 
ing {ullers’ shears,’ was, on the petition of the 
inhabitants of Chester County, Pennsylvania, re- 
leased from service and ordered to return home 
to follow hie trade. Toward the end of the 
year, General Washington was desired to order 
agents to bo sent into each State to buy up lin- 
ous and other clothing and tent-clotb, But not- 
Withstanding orders bud been iseued in tho be- 
ginning of the year to import considerable quan- 
tities of woolens and other cloth from Europo, 
and Philadelphia was twice called upon to fur- 
nish blankets, which were .not to be purchased 
in the stores, and even to scll ita awnings for 
‘tents, of which there was scarcely one in the 
army, the sufferings of the troops during the win- 
ter were extromo. A large proportion of the 
clothing of the soldiers was linen, which was a 
poor defense against the rigors of a winter cam- 
paign. The deficiency of woolen materiala in the 
manufactures of the country was apparent in the 
contributions for the army. The Commissioners 
jn France wero directed, in the beginning of the 
noxt yenr, to make purchaees of suitable clothing 
and blapkota, and each Stato was assessed for a 
supply of blankets, In September, the Executive 
Council of Pennsylvania was advised to take pos 
session of any linens, blankets or other woolena 
found in the stores aud warehouses, and give cer- 
tificates of their value.” 


Various other branches of American industry 
down to the period of the revolation, are 
treated in o lucid and instructive manner; tho 
author bas evidently collected an enormous maes 
of materiola; and ho shows singular conscicntious- 
ness and good judgment in the use to which he 
haa applied them in the compilation of bis work. 
We notice in passing several discrepancies in 
unimportant dates, the orthography of proper 
nomes is not always uoiform, and an occasional 
diffusonces of style impedes tho progress of the 
narrative. Minute criticiem would doubtless be 
able to detect errors of statement and inference, 
from which a work of this kind is never free; 
Dut ite yalue as 8 book of reference ia unques- 
tiqnable, and we trust it may find euch a recep. 
tion from the public as to encourage the author 
in its completion. The history of American 
manufactures from the close of tho Isst century 
to tho present time is promised in a subsequent

Iamon difficult ground, tho lund ison fire, 
tho earth is sbaking with the tramp of armed men, and 
tho very alr is hot with passion, My commonications 
are cut off, or aro at best uccidental, and in order to re- 
open them I must get further away from thous, par 
doxical as tho etatomont may appear to bo. It ia i 
possible to know what is going on in the North, and it 
is almoat the same to learn what is doing in the South 
out of ey itis useless to inquire what news is 
sentto youto England. Evonta barry on with tre- 
mendous rapidity, and even the lightning lags bobind 
them, Tho peoplo of tho South at last are aware that 
the “ Yankees" are preparing to support the Govern- 
ment of the United States, and that the Secession can 
only be miaintained by victory in the field, Thoro hes 
been a change in their war policy. They now aver 
that they only want to be left alone,’ 
clare that they do not intend to take Wi 
that it was merely as a feint thoy spoke about it 
fact is thero are even in the compact and nnited Sonth 
mon of nioderate and men of extreme views, and the 
general tone of tho whole is regulated by the prepon- 
Gerance of ono or other at the moment. Ihave no 
doubt on my mind that the Government here intended 
tp attack and occapy Washingiou—not the least that 
thoy had it mach at heart to redace Fort Pi 
goon ns possible. | Now some of their friends 
it will be a mero matter of convenience wi 
they attack Washington or not, and that, 23 for 
Fort Pickens, they certainly let it alone, at 
all ovents forthe present, inasmuch as the meuse- 
ing attitade of General ‘Bragg obliges the cuemy 
to keep 2 equadron of their best ships there, and to 
retain a force of reguJara they can ill spare in a posi- 
tion where they moat soon loee enormonely from dis- 
eases incidental to the climate. They have discovered, 
too, that the position is of little valle go long as the 
United States hold Tortngus and Key West. But the 
Confederates ure preparing for tho éonilict, sud when 
they have organized their forces, they will wake, Tam 
satisfied, avery resolute advance all rlong the line.

cited manner of speech so acta upon thelr minds that 
they begin to think they can defy, not merely the 
United States, but the world.

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It is intended to buy up all the cotton crop which 
can be brought into the market at an averugo price, 
and to give bonds of the Confederate States for the 
amount, these bonds being, a8 we know, eecared bi 
the export duty on cotton. Tho Government, 
this cotton erop in its own hands, will uee it a a for 
dablo machine of war, for cotton can do anything, 
from the establishment of an empire to the securing of 
ashirt button. tis atonce king aud subject, master 
and ecryaut, captain and soldier, artilleryman and 

Not one bale of cotton will be permitted to en- 
ter the Northern States. It willbe made au offense 
punishable with tremendous penalties, among which 
Confiscation of property, euormons fines, and even the 
peualty of death, are enumerated, to eend cotton into 
the Free States. Thus Lowell and its kiudred face 
tories will be rednced to rnin, it is eaid, and tho North 
lo the direst distress. If Maucheater ean get cotton 
and Lowell cannot, there are good times coming for 
the mill-owners. 

The planters havo agreed among themeelyes to hold 
over one-half of their cotton crop for their own pur- 
poses and for the culture of their ficlde, and to sell the 
other to the Government. For each bule of cotton, us 
Thear, a bond will Le issued on the fair average price 
of cotton in the market, and this bond muet be taken 
at par aa a cirenlating mediam within the lmits of the 
Slayo States, This forced circulation will be secured 
by the act of the Legislature. Tho bonds will bear 
interest at 10 per cent, and they will be issued on the 
faith and seourity oGtie)protceds of the duty of {Ith of 
a cent on every pound of cotton exported. All vessels 
loading with cotton will be obliged to entor into bonds 
or give security that they will not carry their cargoes 
to Northern porte, or let it reach Nortbern markets to 
their knowledge, ' The Government will: sell the col- 
ton for eash to foreign buyers, and will thus raise 
funds umply enillcient, they contend, for all purposes. 
Imake theso bare etatewenta, and f leave to political 
economists the discussion of the question which may 
and will arise out of the acta of the Confederate States. 
‘The Southerners argue that by breaking from their un- 
natural alliance with the North they will eave upward 
of $47,000,000, or nearly £10,000,000 sterling annnally. 
The estunated value of the annual cotton crop ie $200. 
000,000. On this the North formerly made at least 
310,000,000, by advances, interest and exchanges, which 
in all came ‘to fully five per cent on the whole of the 
crop. Again, the tariff to raise revenue sufficient for 
the maintenance of the Government of the Southern 
Confederacy is far Jeas than that which ia required by 
the Government of the United States. The Confeder- 
ate States propose to have a tariff which will be about 
123 per cent on imports, which will yield $25,000,000, 
‘The Northern tanif is’ 30 per cent, and as the Sonth 
took from the North $70,000,000 worth of manufac- 
tured goods and produce, they contribute, they assert, 
to the maintenance of the North to the extent of the 
difference between the tax euflicient for the support of 
their Government and that which is required for the 
support of the Federal Government. Now they will 
save tho difference between 30 perceotand 12) per 
cent (174 perct.), Which amounts to $37,000,000, which, 
added to the eaving on commiscious, excbavges, ad. 
vances, &c., makes up the good round eom which I 
have put down higher up. ‘The Southerners are firmly 
convinced thut they bave ‘‘kept the North going’ by 
tho prices they bave puid for the protected articles of 
their manofacture, and they hold out to Sheffield, to 
Manchester, to ia, to Wolverbampton, to Dudley, 
to Paris, to Lyons, to Bordeaux, to ull the centres of 
English manufacturing life, a9 of French taste and Iux- 
ury, the tempting baits of new and eager und hungry 
markets. If their facts and etatistica aro accurate, 
there can be no doubt of the justice of their deductions 
on many pointe; bat they cun scarcely be correct in 
assuming that they will’ bring the United States to 
destruction by cutting off from Lowell tho 600,- 
000 bales of cotton which ebe usually consumes, 
One great fact, however, ia unqueationable— 
the Government has in ‘its bands the souls, 
the wealth, and the hearts of the people. They 
will give anything—money, labor, life ilself—to carry 
out their theories.

the birds of day. During thia day (Suoday) I did not
